America is filled with wrath against the murderous 
Japanese militarists who, it is now disclosed, massacred 
their American prisoners with the same horrible enthus- 
iasm with which for years they have been decimating 
the Chinese people, and just ag Hitler dealt with the peo- 
ples of Europe, as Mussolini slaughtered the Ethiopians, 
as Franco destroyed his own countrymen of Spain. 

At long last Americans begin to see the face of the 
enemy. 

It is better late than never. 


Surely it was high time that the people of the United 
States should begin to understand the realities of this 
most terrible of all wars. It 
was high time to know why 
it is necessary to wipe the 
Axis off the face of the 
darth at whatever cost 
might be necessary. 

In this third year after 

Pearl Harbor, we, the 
American people, are only 
awakening to the full tasks 
of fighting and winning the 
war. 
Our President and Com- 
mander · in- Chief recently 
conferred with our chief 
allies at Cairo and Tehran, 
completing the task so well 
begun by Secretary of State 
Hull at the Moscow confer- 
ence of foreign ministers. 
In these conferences a con- 
cord was established which guarantees the military defeat 
of our enemies, and begins to set the outlines of a post- 
war world in which peoples can reconstruct their lives in 
freedom, a world from which the scourge of war will be 
banished for generations to come. This promise of victory 
and a peaceful, prosperous world, is summed up in the 
Declaration of Tehran signed by Churchill, Stalin and 
Roosevelt. 

On Jan. 11, our President sent his annual message. 
to Congress, in which he reported on these conferences, 
and on the measures necessary to back them up, to win 
the war and establish a durable peace. 

The President’s message deserves the unconditional 
support of every patriotic American, of every class and 
every shade of political opinion—except the enemies of

There are enormous dangers facing us. The President 
pointed out the greatest danger in his message when he 
said:

Recent events in Bolivia and Argentina have served 
to smoke out and expose some of these hidden enemies. 
Bolivia has been seized by a pro-Nazi conspiratorial junta. 
Its representative in the United States was a Bolivian, 
Enrique de Lozada, who posed as an “advanced liberal,” had 
the confidence of many of the most honest men in our 
government, and held an important office in the Nelson 
Rockefeller organization that handles many Latin Ameri- 
can affairs for our government. This de Lozada almost 
tricked our State Department into a tition of the 
mistake made last July in the quick znition of the 
Ramirez pro-Nazi dictatorship; and he mobilized for his 
purposes the “liberal” newspapers Post and PM in New 
York, the Social-Democrats headed by Dubinsky and 
Counts, and even some important labor leaders. Only the 
awakened vigilance of Cordell Hull scotched this con- 
spiracy which reached deep into his own State Depart- 
ment. This Hitler invasion of the Americas, which was 
preparing a half dozen more coups in other countries, 
came within a hair of success because of its conscious and 
‘unconscious helpers in the United States and within the 
government itself.

In the midst of the Bolivian crisis, another ambiguous 
‘and sinister figure appeared in Washington to plead the 
cause of the pro-Nagi conspiracy. This was Bernardo 
Ibanez, one of the leaders of the Chilean Confederation of 
Labor. Ibanez has for some time been the special protege 
of the Adolph Berle group in the State Department and 
of Jack Herling, head of the Jabor section of Nelson Rocke- 
feller's organization; these gentlemen built up Ibanez for 
the role of opposition to Vicente Lombardo Toledano, the 
president of the Latin American Confederation of Labor, 
whom they slandered as an enemy of the United States 
because of his supposed pro-Communist leanings. The 
Berle-Herling cabal had saturated official Washington with 
hostility toward Toledano, and friendliness to . And

Bowling is u full time job and if you bowl you know exactly what I 
mean. There are no half way measures in the sometimes excruciating 
business of knocking down ten pins. You are either at it day and night 
or you are not at it at all. 

It is no overstatement to say that bowling is assuming an importance 
in the American way of life that no single other sport has ever achieved 
in our country. An estimated 30,000,000 people bowl regularly and 
millions more are discovering the game every year. People connected 
with it predict that after the war the game will be played by the vast 
majority of the American people—and peoples across the oceans also. 


Bowling is the answer to the millions of Americans who love sports 
but who do not want to be mere spectators, To these millions, bowling 
is the perfect solution. 

The game can be played by young and old, male and female, 
as indeed, it is. It is vigorous enough to be good exercise, but not 
exerting enough to do any harm to people who are not in the best 
of shape. 

The average man or woman certainly can't play football, basket- 
ball or hockey—or run a mile, or even a quarter mile.

* Contrary to popular belief, it does not take heft to whistle that 16- 
pound ball down the alley for strikes and spares. The first time you 
lift that immense ball you feel your arm coming off and it seems im- 
possible to lift it let alone throw it with any amount of speed down the 
alley. 


But after you've gotten the feel ot it and have mastered a little 


form, the weight of the ball means nothing at all and you find throw- 
ing a “bullet” a fairly easy stunt. 

What counts much more than speed, however, is precision, 
consistancy and accuracy, If you have complete mastery of foot- 
work, what counts then is getting the ball down the “alley” be- 
tween the 1 and 3 pin which form the “strike pocket.” If you can 
get it down there pretty regularly, even without speed you'll be 
getting a lot of “wood” on your first ball, either a strike or eight 
or nine pins, leaving a comparatively easy spare remaining on the
